on Stevens street,

The formation of the Housing cer­ 
tioration is the direct outcome of

movement started by the Chamber of 
Commerce to solve the housing prob­ 
lem in G ettysburg. 
This organiza­ 
tion realized that with the coming to 
Gettysburg 
of two industries, 
em ­ 
ploying a total of about one hundred 
and fifty 
men ami 
women at 
the 
sta rt, there was a serious need 
of 
dwellings 
to care for the families 
th a t are 
sure to be attracted here. 
They decided to launch a house build­ 
ing campaign on a small scale with 
the hope of being able to build more 
houses as the demand arose. 


It is their purpose 
now to build 
ten 
houses 
and 
six 
rooms 
each 
and as they are completed offer them 
for sale 
on easy term s and 
build 
more. 
As is the case in other towns 
G ettysburg 
needs many houses, 
at 
least a hundred it is estim ated now. 
The good prospect of 
still another 
well 
established 
industry 
locating 
here has only added impetus to the 
movement and there seems but little 
doubt in the minds of those interest­ 
ed but 
that 
additional groups 
of 
tw enty houses can be constructed as 
the preceding section is finished. 
While 
the project is a 
filminess 
enterprise the rents 
on the houses 
will be made so they will be available 
for the average fam ily. 
Corporation 
officials say 
they will ask only 
a 
normal return for the money invest­ 
ed, their main purpose being to pro­ 
vide houses for the families that wish 
to come to G ettysburg and to show 
new industry th a t the town is will­ 
ing to do its share to make it grow.
